TRADE WITH DUTCH 
EAST. INDIES. 


BRITISH IMPORTS IN 1931. 


Major L, H. Cripps, speaking’ nt 
the ‘annual meeting of the British 
Chamber of Commerce for the Ne~ 
therlands East Indies (Inc.) in Lon. 
don anid that the Netherland East 
Indies trade of 10931 showed 4 
shrinkage of about 33 per cent. on 
1030, and tho’ total was ‘not much 
moro than onchalf of that of 1920 
in’ value. Japan for the first. time 
took first place in tho import. mar- 
ket with 16.8 per cent. of the money 
value of imports. Great Britain 
further fell to sixth place with 7.8 
per cent, :

CHINESE CAUGHT ON 
SECOND ATTEMPT. .

Claiming that he was o teacher 
in Shanghai, who had fallen upon 
evil times, o Chinesa stood in: the 
dock yesterday before Mr. Wynne 
Jone and pleaded guilty to aiding 
and abotting in o theft aot the 
“ Jade Tree,” Gloucester Building 
and to receiving a roll of silk know- 
ing same to have been stolen from 
a Chinese store, 

Detective Sergeant Fitches, who 
prosecuted, told the Court that the 
theft took place on July 19 in tho 
afternoon. While tho defendant 
engaged ‘the ttention of some of 
the attendants in one part of ‘the 
“Jade Tree,” two of his confeder- 
ates pottered about in other parts 
of the store, asking to see some 
jade ‘rings and handkerchiefs, No 
actual purchase was mado, but the 
three men spoke to one another in 
m language. wRich was neither 
Punti, Hakka, or Hoklo. Detective 
Sergeant. Fitchea said that he 
thought the two men who were in 
collusion with the defendant were 
Portuguese, 

After bargaining for a while the 
three !éft the shop rather abruptly. 
A foki named Tee Kau was vory 
suspicious and after the departure 
of the three men, he looked over the 
rings and discovered that a jade 
one worth over 8150 was missing. 


A Becond Visit, ! 


Some days later, the dofendant 
went into the ‘Jade Tree” agnin 
with two other people and was re- 
cognised. The foki, Tse Kau, re- 
cognising the defendant, tried to 
keep him in conversation while an- 
other assistant was sent out for the 
police. Meanwhile the two confeder. 
ates made good their escape. The 
defendant left the shop also and 
got ds far as Whiteaway’s before 
he was arrested ond handed over to 
the police. \ 

At the Police Station, he was sear. 
ched and a number of pawn tickets 
were found on him. One related 
to a roll of silk which had been 
pawned for $30, The defendant 
said that that roll of silk -was 
stolen from Sincere’s, but the lat- 
ter firm could not identify the silk. 
Eventually, the defendant gave the 
namo of the Chinese silk store from 
which it was stolen, 


Defendant,. on being charged, ad- |. 


mitted that he had assisted in the 
theft at the ‘' Jade-Tree ” and that 
he was also guilty, of receiving 


stolen property in the shape of the 
roll of silk. 

His Worship passed. sentence of 
six weeks’ hard labour on the first 
charge and one month’s hard Jabour 
on the second.

SURPLUS TONNAGE. 


WO WOMEN SMARTLY | INTERNATIONAL SHIPPING 


SENTENCED. 


Pleading guilty to charges. ‘of 
taking part in the sale of a four. 
year-old boy, ‘who is believed to 
have been kidnapped. from Kwang 
Chow Wan, two Chinese women 
were fined $260 each or in default 
to undergo three months’ hard 
Inbour. 

Inspector F. Shaftain informed 
his Wordship that on July 9, in 
consequerice of certain information, 
he wentt to 77, Shanghai Street, 
and ‘thero found the firat defendant 
in the act of putting: through the 
sale of the boy, aged four. She 
had in her possession a sung trp 
which stated that -the child should 
be sold for $260. aa 

On being questioned, the first 
defendant told the police that the 
child had been given to her by the 
second defendant to sell, Tho 
police were taken to 14, Square 
Strect and there they found the 
second defendant who admitted 
that she had asked the first defen- 
dant to sell the child. She stated 
that the boy had been brought 
from Kwang Chow Wan ‘about three 
weeks ago: He -had been given to 
her by the boy’s grandmother to 
bring to Hong Kong to sell, as sho 
was too ipoor'to support the boy. 


. CONFERENCE. 


London, July 9.—Tho. position of 
shipping was reviewed, ad o whole, 
in London yesterday by the Stand- 
ing Committee of the International 
Shipping Conference. Tho countries 
represented were Belgium, Den- 
mark, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Greece, Holland, Italy, 
Japan, New Zealand, Norway, 
Baltic and International Maritime 
Conference. A representative of 
the United States Shipping Board 
was “present as an observer, On 
the genera! question of policy 
agreement wus reached, 

An official announcement states 
that ‘tho’ immediate steps to be 
taken to relieve the existing posi- 
tion- created by the present over- 
whelming excess of tonnage were 
examined in detail and referred 
for further consideration to the 
National Aasociations.” Alter the
